Georgia Livestock Sales 

While tobacco sales in Georgia have attract- 
ed much attention in recent weeks, more than 
$18.000,000 being paid farmers at 15 market 
centers for 61,000,000 pounds of the weed over 
a period of four weeks, at the same time, live- 
stock markets in the state were also busy. 
The reports of sgles at five points show that 
$75,685 was paid to Georgia farmers for live- 
stock last week. 

The sales were at widely scattered points, 
showing that livestock growing is not confined 
to any one section of the state. 

Vidalia led in cash income, $20,000 being 
paid there at a one-day sale; Valdosta was 
second with a total sale of $17,850, while 
Athens, in northeast Georgia, sold $12,000 
worth of both hogs and cattle and at Rome, in 
northwest Georgia, $13,000 was paid farmers at 
one sale. 

At all of the sales except one hogs pre- 
dominated, but at Rome many more cows than 
hogs were sold. 

These reports were taken at random from 
over the state. There were others and the 
figures given do not include the livestock sold 
to the many packing plants in the State. 

While war prices have a tendency to boost 
the income at these sales, yet they do show 


that farmers of all sections of the state are. 


livestock conscious. The reports from various 
livestock sales, held mostly weekly, indicate a 
widespread trend to a diversified farming pro- 
gram in the state. 

Consider $75,000 being turned loose in five 
Georgia communities in one day in one week, 
as compared with 25 years ago when a cow or 
hog grading “prime” could not be found in the 
State. 

Top price paid for hogs during the past week 
at these sales was 15.2 cents per pound, which, 
of course, is a “war” price, yet it is hoped that 
livestock growing will become so entrenched 
on the Georgia farms, it will be continued in- 
definitely, after the war, even though prices 
may drop somewhat.

JUSTIFIED FAITH WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—Bhe  per- 

formance over France in recent days of 
our Flying Fortresses seems to justify the best claims made for 
them by officials of the American air force. 

Up until a day or two ago these giant bombers, generally re- 
garded as one of the finest pieces of aircraft 
workmanship in the world, had made a num- 
ber of daylight raids over Nazi-occupied terri- 
tory without the loss of a single ship. Some of 
the earlier models supplied the British under 
lease-lend have been lost, but this was at- 
tributed chiefly to bad weather conditions. 

Ranking American air officers have ex- 

pressed the belief that the success of the Fort- 
ress raids provide the answer to recent criti- 
cism of the ships as too slow to protect them- 
selves against enemy fighter attacks. The com- 
plaint was also made that Ahey do not have 
the bomb-carrying capacity of some of the 
British types, notably the RAF Lancasters. 
Against this the Americans claim that. the 
Fortresses are able to perform at higher ceil- 
ings and have more fire power for defending 
themselves. 

One fight does not piove a point any more 
than does one robin make a spring, but the experience of a fleet 
of our big flying forts over the English channel last week is evi- 
dence enough of their stamina. Returning to their English bases 
without fighter escorts, 11 of the Fortresses were attacked by 20 
or 25 of the latest German Focke-Wulf 190’s. The Fortresses knocked 
out a dozen of the German craft and not a one of their own was 
destroyed. One of our ships was crippled and the co-pilot killed, 
but it returned to base on two motors with the machine otherwise 
intact. 

These are the same ships that have rendered such remarkable 

service in the South Pacific. One fleet of a half dozen or more shot 


its way out of a Japanese Zero attack, destroyed seven or eight of 
the Jap planes, and then went on to sink several ships without 


the loss of a single man.

Top, He Forgets the Rights 
of Under-Dogs 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


When one of these little essays speaks for the wronged and 
underpriviliged, I usually receive letters of appreciation, but often 
l receive as many, and sometimes more, from under-dogs of an- 
other kind, who are mistreated by the very people I have tried 
to defend. 

1 recently told about a little Jew merchant who was wronged 
by a cop, and that story brought letters from little people who 
are mistreated and humiliated by Jews who have wealth and 
authority. » 

I told about the mistreatment of certain helpless Negroes, 
and received letters from people who are mistreated by Negroes 
who have authority and the backing of politicians. 

The sad truth is that abuse of power is not a racial trait, but 
a fault of human nature. 

The weakness in our system of “freedom and equality” is that 
it enables the low to climb, but does not control them after they 
get up. And the lowest type of men, regardless of race, become 
arrogant and hateful and abusive when ‘hey acquire power. When 
they are down, they howl for their rights; but once they acquire 
authority, they ignore the rights of others. 

The Pilgrims, as you know, came to this country to obtain ree 
ligious freedom; yet they disgraced themselves for all time by 
their cruel intolerance of all religions except their own. 

The Japs were polite and humble before they defeated Russia, 
but increasing power and prestige made them increasingly hateful. 
Now they torture prisoners and especially delight in being cruel 
to Englishmen, for the English, more than any other people, made 
them feel inferior. 

Even the German is proverbially humble when he is down, 
but “once he is up and holds the rod he smites his fellow man 
and God.” 

Only those who are truly good, and the high-born schooled in 
the doctrine of “noblesse oblige,” can possess power over their 
fellow men without abusing it. All others try to make themselves 
seem important and superior by arrogant misuse of their authority, 
whether it is political or economic. 

There is no cure for human nature, but there is a remedy 
for abuse of power. Free people can keep any man from getting 
too much power, or gang up to pull the stinger of one who 
has more than the can bear.

Weather 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


Don’t exert yourself to exercise 
these hot days. But don’t skip it, 
either. You need a littk easy 
exercise. It acts as a bracer and 
helps you to stand the heat. 


Stretch out on the floor for your 
half-dozen. Exercise in this posi- 
tion is both relaxing and efficient. 
You don’t have to keep your mus- 
cles tense to hold parts of the body 
stable. Also, the other segments 
are free to move easily. 

You can test this for yourself. 
Stand up and balance on one leg 
as you try to raise the other knee 
up to your chest. Then lie down 
and try it. In the lying-down posi- 
tion, you put out less effort and 
the exercise is more efficient. Keep 
it up—flex right knee toward 
chest, then the left. As you bring 
alternate knees up, press the small 
of your back down against the 
floor. This rests your back and 
at the same time exercises the im- 
portant abdominal muscles. 

Here is another easy exercise 
that tones the muscles and re- 
lieves nerve tension. Lie on your 
back as before, and fling right arm 
up * overhead on floor, stretch 
through midriff, and cross right 
leg over the left and touch toes to 
floor on far side. Reach up with 
the right arm and push down with 
the right leg for a strong trans- 
verse stretch of the trunk muscles. 
Relax for a minute and stretch 
to the other side. That exercise 
takes almost no effort but you 
feel better even while doing it. 

Leg-circling from the floor is 
child’s play—and a fast-working 
hip slimmer. Roll over on one 
side, stretch the upper leg high in 
air, and circle from hip first in 
one direction, then the other. Flop 
on your back and relax before 
circling with other leg. When you 
stand up and do that exercise, it 
takes much more effort. You have 
to hold yourself erect. 

Finish with a general exercise 
taken flat on your back. Raise your 
leg and right arm and touch fin- 
gers to toes. Repeat a few times— 
no more than you feel like—and 
then perform with the other leg 
and arm. Take it easy and make 
the hip and shoulder muscles do 
all the work. Afterwards, just lie 
there and relax for a couple of 
minutes.

Here are “tips” on how to have coffee and to economize on it, to 
meet the reduction ordered, of necessity, by WPB. You cannot keep 
coffee very long, it is a very perishable food, so the first rule in 
coffee economy is: 


1. Buy coffee one pound at a time, or only enough to last for one | 


week at a time. Buy every four or five days, if possible. 
2. Choose the right grind for -yyour coffee-maker. 
3. Keep coffee in clean, tightly covered container because air 
causes rapid loss of flavor. 
4. Measure both water and coffee carefully, don’t guess. 
5. To make the best coffee, draw fresh water and bring it rapidly 
to a brisk boil. Freshly drawn water contains oxygen which gives a 
fresh, sparkling taste to coffee. 
6. Make only as much coffee at a time as you will serve. In other 
words, control the amount of coffee you serve as carefully as you

would control the amount of porterhouse steak or expensive chops. | 


7. Keep your coffee maker scrupulously clean. Rinsing will not 
do. Stale oils which cling to coffee pots spoil good coffee, and spoilage 
of any kind is waste.

Governor Talmadge and Mayor 
Hartsfield yesterday issued 
proclamations officially designat- 
ing the month of September a 
“Salute to Our Heroes” month, 
and calling upon every Georgian 
to buy war bonds during that 
month in honor of “every moth- 
er’s son in service.” 

In addition, each proclamation 
called upon Atlantans and Geor- 
gians to “come to attention at 9 
p. m. on the night of September 
l and give three rousing cheers in 
salute to our fighting forces.” 

Each urged that these demon- 
strations “be organized and given 
proper patriotic leadership and 
take place in churches, theaters, 
on the streets, in radio stations— 
everywhere.” 

“All around the world,” the 
mayor’s proclamation said, “sons 
and daughters of Atlanta face foes 
determined to destroy everything 
we hold most dear. Surely we at 
home will join in doing whatever 
is asked of us.” 

The War Bonds Drive in Sep- 
tember will be sparked by the 
motion picture industry nationally, 
with thousands of theaters turn- 
ing over the screens to the war 
bonds message, and war bonds go- 
ing on sale at theater box offices. 
The national goal for the month 
is one billion dollars, with Geor- 
gia’s quota set at more than nine- 
million.

Sales Show Gain 


Department store sales in At-
